Auto Drivers Blamed 
for Traffic Evils. 


CLEAN-UP DEMANDED 
FOR STREET SAFETY 


Practice of Taking Left Lane 
to Gain on Other Cars 
Condemned as Peril. 


By WILLIAM ULLMAN, 

Constituting roughly 2 per cent of 
the motor vehicles registered in the 
Capital, taxicabs account for a far 
greater proportion of the depredatious 
that endanger and terrorize Washing- 
ton traffic. The bullying, intimidating 
snarling practices of a large number of 
taxi drivers, their assumption of pre- 
dominance among street users and their 
seeming ability to “get away with it,” 
stamp them as despots whose vicious 
reign must end before Washington 
streets are safe. 

This conviction, held by thousands of 
Washington motorists, is fully sustain- 
ed in any quest for the facts relating 
to the question, “What is wrong with 
Washington traffic?” 

Amassing close to 10,000 miles—often 
mad, menacing miles—every 24 hours on 
the streets of the Capital, taxi drivers— 
not all of them, but an astonishingly 
large proportion—are a dangerous, dis- 
turbing factor constantly to be seen. 
The group, obviously, is not without 
its careful, law-abiding and consid- 


erate members, but the depredations 
of the others are so patent and per- 


petual that the reputation of all 
tainted. 


Often Take to Left Lane. 


Chief among the charges laid at the 
door of the taxi driver is that he races 
through the streets oblivious of the | 
rights of others, blind alike to the 
dangers of reckless speed and limitation 
the law imposes upon it. A left-lane 
driver of the worst type is an appraisa! 
of the taxi driver that is general among 
other classes of motor vehicle operators 

The passion to get at the head of 
the traffic line—apparent in the cases 
of hundreds of hackers and accounting 
for their left-lane driving — their 
efforts to “shoot” every narrow hole 
in the traffic stream, and many other 
practices that are dangerous, no matter 
how deft the driver, are responsible for 
the antagonism that others feel for the 
taxi chauffeur. It is responsible, too, for 
the situation created by the conflict be- 
tween the arrogant private vehicle 
operator and the taxi driver, one that 
rages constantly by virtue of the des- 
potic attitude of both classes of permit 
holders. 


Police Laxity Is Factor. 


The apparent ability of the hacker 
to race his reckless way through traf- 
fic without police restraint is a con- 
stant source of wonderment on the part 
of a host of observers of traffic con- 
ditions here. Giving greater force to 
this attitude is the manner in which 
the taxi driver “gets by’’ with other 
obvious. violations, as some charge, 
‘under the very eyes of policemen.” 

As a “signal-jumper,” the hacker is 
universally accepted as knowing no 
equal, whether the signal in question 
be operated automatically or by a po- 
liceman.

Murderer of Teacher 
At Evanston Caught 


Prisoner Confesses Killing of Miss Constance After 
He Is Trapped in Sale of Watch He Tore 
From Wrist of His Victim. 


Special to The Washington Post. 

Chicago, Aug. 13.—Jennie Meta Con- 
stance’s murderer was trapped tonight 
through the watch he had torn from 
the teacher’s wrist after he had 
beaten her to death last Tuesday 
night and dragged her behind a hedge 
at the home of Attorney George H. 
Peaks, in Evanston. When captured 
he immediately confessed. 

The prisoner is a negro and he gave 
the name of Dave Shanks, He had 
worked around Evanston as a shoe 
shiner and at various other occupations. 
He sold the watch to a boy, the son 
of the owner of the shoe shining 
stand, for $1, and it was the boy who 
led the police to Shanks. 

The confession cleared 
that has had Evanston state of 
alarm for nearly a week. Immediately 
after the finding of the body of Miss 
Constance, who was 42 and a summer 
student at Northwestern University, 
President Walter Dill Scott of the 
University offered a reward of $1,000 
for the capture of the murderer who 
was adjudged to be either a maniac 
or a moron.

Chinese Take Responsibility 
for Nanking Incident; but 
Blame Communists. 


WILL PAY FOR DAMAGE 


London, Aug. 13 (A.P.).—A settlement 
has been reached between Great Britain 
and the Nationalist government on the 
Nanking incident of March, 1927, that 
is virtually the same as that reached 
last April between the United States 
and the Nationalist government over 
the same incident. The Nationalist gov- 
ernment blamed the trouble on Com- 
munists, 

Under the settlement the Nanking 
government apologizes for the Nan- 
king affair and undertakes to punish 
those guilty of it. The British govern- 
ment declined to apologize for firing on 
Socony Hill. It agreed to negotiations 
on treaty revision in due course. 

The letters under which the settle- 
ment was reached were exchanged Au- 
guest 9 between Dr. C. T. Wang, Nation- 
alist foreign minister, and Sir Mile 
Lampson, British minister to China, and 
made public tonight. 

Nationalists Take Responsibility. 

In the first letter Wang conveyed the 
Nationalist government’s profund re-

Shea Named to Investigate 
Death of Driver Promises 
“Startling” Facts. 


WILL VISIT SCENE TODAY 


With the investigation of the alleged 
beating of E. A. Rickert by prohibition 
agents and police nearing an end, the 
district attorney’s office yesterday be- 
gan an inquiry into the fatal shooting 
of Lewis Spencer Smith, colored, by 
Policeman Ernest C. Spaulding, of the 
Twelfth Precinct. 

District Attorney Leo A. Rover yes- 
terday turned the Smith shooting over 
to his assistant, Walter M. Shea, for 
investigation. Shea at once started 
a study of evidence thus far gathered 
by police and the evidence submitted 
at the coroner’s inquest. After this 
preliminary study, Shea asserted that 
“startling disclosures” will be made in 
the case. He intends to visit the scene 
of the shooting today. 

F. Finley Wilson, grand exalted ruler 
of colored Elks, has directed Robert J. 
Nelson, executive director of the bu- 
reau of civil liberties of the organiza- 
tion, to make a survey of the shooting 
of Smith. This survey, it was stated, 
will also include several cases pend- 
ing before the police trial board. 

Smith was shot Thursday night on 
the grounds of the National Training 
School for Boys on Bladensburg road 
northeast by Policeman Spaulding. The 
policeman said he had attempted to 
stop the negro several times for speed- 
ing, but was almost forced from the 
road, he said, when the negro swerved 
his car. Smith then leaped from the 
car and ran into the school grounds, 
Spaulding said. 


Pistol Found Near Body. 


As he followed, he saw the colored 
man reach for his back pocket, and he 
fired, fearing the man would shoot him, 
the policeman said. A search at that 
time failed to reveal any weapon, ex- 
cepting a penknife on the ground by 
the car. Later a policeman reported 
he found a pistol within a few feet of 
the place where Smith fell, almost in- 
stantly killed. 


The inquiry into the Rickert case 
has been in the hands of Assistant 
United States Attorney Harold W. 
Orcutt for a week. He interviewed the 
oe policemen yesterday in his 
office.

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Liner’s Plane in Port 


After 450-Mile Hop 


Opening of Regular Service, With Aero Launched 
From Catapult Off New York, Cuts Voyage 
by Eighteen Hours, 


New York, Aug. 13 (A.P.).—An air- 
plane was hurled from a catapult on 
the deck of the liner Ile de France, 450 
miles at sea today, swung ‘its nose 
toward New York and dropped down 
at Quarantine five hourg later with a 
crew of three, a passenger and a cargo 
of mail. 

The liner, plunging ahead at her nor- 
mal 23 knots, is scheduled to dock 
sometime before noon tomorrow. Thagse 
aboard the plane had cut nearly eight- 
een hours off the transatlantic voyage. 

Their flight was the first in which 
a plane ever was catapulted from a 
moving steamer’s deck, and it inaugu- 
rated a ship-to-shore service which will 
be made from the Ile de France 6n both 
east and west journeys hereafter, and 


A catapult weighing 60 tons and an 
amphibian plane of nearly 4 tons were 
loaded aboard the Ile de France when 
she sailed from Havre Wednesday. Com- 
mander Louis Demougeot went along as 
pilot.

A radiogram from the master of the 
liner to the Associated Press reported 
the take-off was perfect.

UP FOR VOTE 


Brotherhoods Meet Today 
Throughout the West 
to Decide Course. 


EFFORT TO ARBITRATE 
WAGE DEMANDS FAILS 


Lines’ Offer of Pay Increase if 
Rules Are Abandoned Is 
Rejected by Men. 


Cleveland, Ohio, Aug. 13 (A.P.) 
Members of the Brotherhood of Ralile 
road Trainmen and the Order of Ralle 
way Conductors in the Western States 
will hold sectional meetings tomorrow 
to vote upon a strike following the 
failure of attempts to arbitrate wage 
demands, A. F. Whitney, president of 
the trainmen, announced here tonight. 

The men will vote on the original 
demands of the labor organizations for 
increases ranging from 10 per cent for 
yardmen to 18 per cent for trainmen 
and conductors, Whitney said. 

During recent arbitration proceed- 
ings in Chicago between the unions, 
a committee representing the railroads 
and John Williams, of the Federal 
Board of Mediation, an offer of a 7% 
per cent increase was made by the 
roads. 

Decline to 


Drop Rules. 


This was acceptable to the trainmen 
and conductors but the railroads made 
the offer only on condition that the 
two labor groups agree to abolish cere 
tain working rules, Whitney declared. 
The unions declined this offer because 
the working rules were considered more 
valuable than the increase proposed, 
he added. 

Negotiations then were dropped and 
the brotherhoods prepared strike Dal- 
lots, the last of which were mailed 
out from Chicago today. 

Approximately 70,000 railroad em- 
ployes and roads owning about 98 per 
cent of track mfleage west of Chicago 
are affected by the threatened strike. 

Ninety general chairmen of the 
brotherhoods will meet with their come 
mittees throughout the West tomorrow 
to vote on the strike proposal. The 
ballots will be returned to Chicago not 
later than September 2, when the dee 
cision of the unions will be announced. 


Other Roads Met Demands. 


The Western railroads are the only 
ones which have not satisfactorily met 
the wage demands of the trainmen and 
conductors. The original proposal for 
increases, ranging from 10 to 18 per 
cent, were sent out months ago. The 
demands were arbitrated in the East 
and South. 

Conferences with the Western raile- 
road representatives were started July 
16 in Chicago. The Brotherhood exe 
ecutives were in conference with repe 
resentatives of the Government Medlia- 
tion Board there from July 22 to Aue 
gust 8. These proceedings resulted in 
the final refusal of the two organizae 
tions to accept the 7144 per cent ine 
crease conditionally, 

Whitney, in a statement issued toe 
night, declared: 

“The offer made by the railroads, if 
accepted, would have discriminated 
against our Western conductors and 
trainmen, as it would have established 
rates of pay lower than those in effect 
on the Eastern and Southern roads, 


Standard Basic Pay Rates. 


“Standard basic rates for conductors, 
trainmen and yardmen were established 
by Government order during Federal 
control, and the Federal Board of Arbie 
tration recognized this principle in a 
decision effective March 1, 1927, in- 
creasing the rates of pay for the yarde 
men in Western territory to the rates 
paid similar employes throughout the 
East and South. It is fundamentally 
right that standerd rates fcr these 
classes should mrevail, and since the 
é...ployes of the Western railroads earn 
$6,300 more per man in annual income 
for the roads than the Eastern eme 
ployes, these figures prove that the 
men working on the Western roads are 
the more valuable producers, 

“The Western railroads also declined

Sixteen thousand barrels, or 6,400,-

city block of Washington during

Hand to Press. 


CONFIDENT. AS TO RESULT 


Stanford University, Calif., Aug. 13 
(A:P.).—While Herbert Hoover is grati- 
fiéd by both the reception of his ac- 
ceptance speech and the reports on the 
political outlook brought to him here, 
he appreciates that he has a battle 
ahead for the Presidency. 

Friends of the Republican nominee 
disclosed today that the information 
as to the situation over the country 
given him by party leaders has been 
somewhat different from that which 
some of these leaders have given to 
the public through the newspapers, 
generally they have advised Hoover that 
there is a real contest, but that they 
@re confident as to the result. 

Having received detailed reports from 
Dr. Hubert Work, chairman of the Re- 
publican national committee, and other 
leaders who came here for the notifica- 
tion ceremonies Saturday, Hoover did 
not regard it as essential that he at- 
tend the national committee meeting 
today at San Francisco. He went. to 
that city, however, to be present at a 
session of the board of trustees of Stan- 
ford University, of which he is a 
member. 


Governors to Be Guests, 


Several Republican chieftains ac- 
companied him back to his home here 
and he spent a couple of hours with 
them and then turned again to work 
on his West Branch, Iowa, speech which 
he hoped to complete before leaving 
here Thursday night for his birthplace 
by way of Los Angeles, Alburquerque and 
Kansas City. 

During the return trip to Washing- 
ton, Mr. Hoover will have with him on 
his train at different times the gover- 
nors of States through which he will 
pass. Arizona, which he will strike first 
after leaving his home State, will be an 
exception, as the administration there 
is Democratic. He will go through New 
Mexico on Sunday and consequently 
will make no rear end platform talks in 
that State. 

In Kansas, the home of his running 

' mate, Charles Curtis, he will make brief 
stops at Hutchinson, Emporia and To- 
peka, but will not see Curtis, as the 
senator has an engagement away from 
his home town at that time. He wiil 
be joined, however, by Senator Capper, 
of the Sunflower State. 

Telegrams commending his accep- 
tarice speech continued to stream into 
his home today along with newspaper 
editorial comments. A recurring note 
in the expressions indicated that many 
newspaper editors and individuals had 
construed his treatment of the pro- 
hibition question as an unequivocal 
bone dry pronouncement. 


Telegrams Are Received. 


One of the congratulatory tele- 
grams came from Mrs. R. R. Bittman, 
of Independence, Kans., Republican 
national committeewoman from that 
State, who declared that his reference 
to prohibition and farm relief was 
pleasing. 

Along with it came congratulations 
from Senator Charles S. Deneen, of 
Tilinois, and a declaration from Carmi 
Thompson, of Cleveland, manager of 
the campaign of the late Senator Wil- 
lis, that “you have satisfied the Re- 
Publicans and people of Ohio gen- 
erally.” Thompson predicted an “over- 
whelming victory in November.”

POLITICS NOT DISCUSSED 


Albany, N. Y., Aug. 13 (A.P.).—With 
his acceptance speech still incomplete, 
Gov. Smith gave an attentive ear today 
to the group of Middle Western and 
Southern fcrm ‘eaders, of whom at 
least some have expressed dissatisfac- 
tion over the Republican party’s stand 
on agriculture. 

After the conference, which took up 
the better part of .ive hours, the 
Democratic nominee and his ten call- 
ers, who came to Albany at his in- 
vitation, said the conversation had 
dealt solely with farm legislation and 
that politics had not been discussed. 

Reiterating an intention to touch 
the farm problem fully at his 
notification ceremony a week from 
Wednesday night, Smith said he had 
assured his visitors that in his opin- 
ion “the essentials of the relief they 
are seeking through legislation§ are 
covered in the Democratic platform on 
which I stand.” 

“There remains but to determine,” 
he added in a statement, “the details 
to make these essentials effective.” 

In another statement the nine men 
and one woman who took part in the 
round table discussion joined in de- 
claring they were “pleased with the 
erest in and understand- 
ng of the agricultural problem.” 

They made no reference in this 
statement to their intentions during | 
the campaign.

Smith, of Llinols; Murphy, Seattle; 
Davis and Caverno were identified by 
those who arranged for the meeting as 
Republicans, and it wes recalled that 
Smith and Murphy, as members of the 
platform committee at the Kansas City 
convention, led the losing fight to have 
the Republicans adopt a farm plank 
along McNary-Haugen lines. 

Davis, although he had been desig- 
nated as spokesman for the group, had 
little to say on behalf of his colleagues. 
He did say, however, that in his own 
opinion the Democratic platform “rec- 
ognizes the problem and the remedies 
in about the way the farm group sees 
it,”’ and expressed the personal view that 
Herbert Hoover's “proposed national 
stops,”’ as set forth in his acceptance 
speech, “were vholly inadequate” to 
meet the farm problems he outlined.

Argentine Embassy Says So-

Rio Janeiro, Brazil, Aug. 13 (AP.). 
The diamond regions in the states of 
Matto Grossc end Goyaz have been 
thrown into an uproar by rioting pros- 
pectors. Several towns have been 
looted and a number of murdefs com- 
mitted by enraged natives, whoxclaim 
they were paid by grubstakers !n coun- 
terfeit money. The natives found they 
could buy nothing with money whicn 
they received for weeks of toil. 

The prospectors turned bandit end 
started an intensive search for the 
persons who, they claim, cheated them 
with the fake money. When the police 
tried to prevent them from entering 
several towns they burned houses and 
abused inhabitants. Several fights have 
been fought by police and small de- 
tachments of soldiers with the bandits, 
who number several hundred.

penerous consumers of manufactured 
products if they were more fully pro- 
tected against the influx of farm 
products. 

The theory that the protective tariff 
increases the cost of living has been de- 
stroyed by facts. Americans can buy 
home manufactured goods more cheapiy 
than foreigners can buy similar gocds 
made abroad. Competition and mass 
production have hammered down costs 
here. So long as Americans have: free 
trade among themselves, and protection 
against outside cheap-labor competition, 
they can sell goods cheaply and yet pay 
high wages. The same condition can be 
created in the agricultural industry by 
improving the distributing facilities of 
agriculture and by giving full tariff pro- 
tection to farm products. If the farmers 
could work out a marketing system one- 
half as good as that evolved by manu- 
' facturers, the stupendous extravagance 
| of distributing foodstuffs would be 
_ stopped, and farmers would receive bet- 
ter prices while consumers would pay 
less. 

Absolute free trade among Americans,

ANOTHER CANCER THEORY. 
Holding that whatever other factor may be 


involved, an increase of the calcium content 


of the blood would prove inimical to the dis- 
tribution of cancer cells through the circu- 
latory system, Dr, Ellice McDonald, director of 
cancer research of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, has told the American Chemical Society 
that a person may be treated for deficiencies 
in his blood, from which cancer may arise, 

A new note is sounded in the assertion that 
eancer is a disease that attacks the body cells, 
“checking every cell activity except that of 
reproduction.” The hydrogen and hydroxy] 
irons, necessary for the life 
upset in respect to balance, according to this 
thedrist, making a knowledge of the propor- 
tion of ubits of these two classes of chemica) 
content essential to a serviceable diagnosis. 

If, as Dr. McDonald asserts, cancer is a dis- 
ease associated with the alkalinily of the bloed, 
there should be no great difficulty in intro- 
ducing into the blood channels the corrective. 
At any rate, his method of blood study opens 
up a new approach to the subject, and leads 
to the hope that here may be found the funda- 
mental cause of the growth of cancer cells, 
If it should be found that instead of cancer 
cells being distributed by the blood stream, its 
incipiency is in the blood itself, or througa 
the effect of the vitiated blood upon classes of 
susceptible tissue, the entire attitude toward 
the problem would be altered. Incidentally, 
physicians would be led to consider with es- 
pecia] care their prescriptions for the lowering 
of the acid content of the blood as a relief for 
common affections. Dr. McDonald holds that 
a certain degree of acidity of the blood is 
necessary to combat alkalinity. However, here 
is as yet but a searching for a theory which 
lacks the body of support necessary to accupt- 
ance.

Many colored 
voters will be actuated by like vindic- 
tive motive, Some will vote for Hoover 
becadse the Democrats are unfriendly 
to their political demands; others will 
vote for Smith because the Republicans 
are indifferent to them.

“ISSUES” FALSE, HE SAYS 


Charlottesville, Va., Aug. 13 (A.P.).— 
Need for sympathy and tactfulness, and 
& more clearly iefinec policy of the 
United States in dealing with Nica- 


ragua, was pointed out here today at | 


the University of Virginia Institute of 
Public Affairs by Roscoe Hill, former 
high commissioner of Nicaragua; Ar- 
thur Ruhl, special writer, and Dr. Sey- 
del Vaca, official representative of the 
Sacasa government, speaking before the 
open forum on “Our Latin-American 
Policy.” 

“Nicaragua presents a problem, not 
Only for ourselves, but for herself,” 
said Mr. Hill, who recently resigned his 
Office after eight years in Nicaragua. 
“We need a carefu) sympathetic atti- 
tude in approaching the problem from 
Our standpoint. The men who handle 
the problem should be experienced men 
who will always maintain a sympa- 
thetic viewpoint for the Nicaraguan.” 

The first step .n solving the complex

problem, Mr. Ruhl! said, is to give Nic- 
aragua the “free and fair” election 
promised a year ago. 


Sees Need of Seriousness. 


“What is needed” he explained, “is 
a seriousness and a sense of respon- 
sibility, and the maintaining, some- 
how or other, in the State Department, 
of a continuity of intelligence. The 
trouble has been not sc much our pol- 
icy as our lack of policy and our tact- 
essness, 

Dr. Vaca, a citizen of the United 
States, who has represented Sacasa in 
Washington, was more outspoken in 
his criticism, saying that intervention 
in Nicaragua is always explained on 
“more or less false issues.” He declared 
that the Monroe Doctrine, the protec- 
tion of lives and property, and the pro- 
posed Nicaraguan ‘canal are not true 
issues. 

“The real motive for intervention in 
Nicaragua,” Dr. Vaca continued, “is the 
strategic situation of this country in 
Central America, and in view of the 
commercial expansion of the United 
States, the wish to hold the Panama 
Canal aS an exclusive national property. 
I can not see why the domination of 
the United States in Nicaragua would 
have to be made on the grounds of en- 
tirely economic utilitar!an policy, de- 
void entirely of moral values. 


Blanres State Department. 


“Everything that has happened in 
Nicaragua, good or bad, can be charged 
to the account of the State Depart- 
ment.” 

Dr. J. I. Cox, professor of history in 
Northwestern University, outlined the 
historical background of relations with 
Nicaragua, and added, “as long as we 
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pursue a policy which we may call a 
militaristic policy, as long as we con- 
sider the defense of the Panama Canal 
and the defense of our rights in regard 


to a Nicaraguan canal, I do not tok 
for withdrawal of Marines from Nica- 
ragua.” 

Prof. John H. Latane, of Johns Hop- 
kins University, who conducted the 
round table, expressed criticism of the 
ultitude of the State Department, but 
the policy of the Coolidge administra- 
tion found a stanch supporter in John 
Clayton, former special writer on Cen- 
ttal America.

Reserve Board. 

Member banks in Central reserve 
cities reported $601 090,000 of the total 
increase since the previous call, and 


of this $490,000,000 was in New York 
City. Banks in other reserve cities re- 
ported an increase of $328.000,000, and 
country banks an increase of $425,000,- 
000. Loans and investments in the 
Richmond district vere $1,345,403,000. 

Total loans were $24,739,000,000 on 
June 30, a gain of $1 185,000,000 since 
February 28, and of $1.591,000,000 since 
June 30 last year. Principal increases 
were in New York, Chicago, Boston, 
Philadelphia, Cleveland, San Francisco 
ani Atlanta. 

Investments in United States Gov- 
ernment securities were $10,000,000 
higher than at the iast call and $429,- 
000,000 above the totel for June 30, 
1927, while investments in other se- 
curities increased $159,000,000 over 
February 28, and $511,000,000 for the 
year. 

Aggregating $36,007,000,000 on June 
30, deposits of all classes showed a 
gain of $669,000,000 since February, 
Net 
demand deposits were $59,000,000 lower 
than in February and June a year ago. 
Time deposits showed an increase “of 
$516,000,000 since the previous call, and 
of $1,229,000.000 for the year. Total 
deposits in the Richmond district were 
$1,303,230,000. 

Bills payabla and rediscounts in- 
creased from %581,000,000 on February 
28 to $1,209,000,000 on June 30. Bor- 
rowings increased in all Federal Reserve 
districts except San Francisco. Amounts 
due to banks and bankers declined 
$259,000,000 since February, and $206,- 
000,000 since Juné last year. 


Week Shows Decrease. 


Decreases for the week of $58,000,000 
in loans and discounts, of $129,000,000 
in investments, of $307,000,000 in net

EARLY GAINS LOST 
IN LATE DOWNTURN 


Better Grade Stocks Retain 
Steady Tone—Biscuit 
Shares in Demand. 


CHRYSLER AT NEW HIGH 


Special to The Washington Post. 

New York, Aug. 13.—With trading 
restrained by the continuance of the 
high money rate and the turnover 
under 1,800,000 shares, a generally 
steady tone nevertheless prevailed 
among stocks of the better. grade in 
dealings on the New York Stock Ex- 


change today, and impressive cains 
were recorded in some of the favored 
industrials, but many gains were can- 
celed in a late downturn and others 
were materially reduced. At the fin- 
ish net gains and losses were about 
evenly divided, with the former ex- 
tending up to 6 or 7 points and re- 
cessions, although mainly moderate, in 
a few instances attaining like pro- 
portions. 

Unjted States Steel common again 
commanded considerable attention with 
a forenoon spurt to a new high for the 
movement—145—but it subsequently 
reacted 114 points on profit-taking and 
finished the day but % net higher. 
General Motors rallied briskly to 
184%, in a fresh drive against the 
shorts, but it backed down to 18214 
before the close, ending the _ session 
with a 114 point net loss. Radio be- 
haved similarly, getting up 234 points 
from Saturday’s closing level, but 
easing off later to quit but 114 points 
to the yood. 

Biscuit shares were in renewed de- 
mand early in response to lower prices 
for grains and reports of impending 
developments of a favorable characier, 
but all of them participated in the 
fairly general reaction in the late 
dealings and finished on the down 
side. Loose-Wiles, for example, wound 
up the session at a figure 314 points 
under the day’s best and with a net 
depreciation of 15, points. 

It was Chrysler and Steel. 
that led the rather strong forward 
movement in the early trading among 
a selected list ~f stocks, some score or 
more of which profited by efforts to 
broadcast a sentiment of confidence 
based upon interpretations of Secre- 
tary Hoover’s acceptance speech, which 
generally was viewed as a constructive 
factor of some importance. 

Chrysler boomed up nearly 4 points 
to a new 128 maximum price at 92% 
on intimations that strong interests 
were bent on lifting it to par, but 
eventually it receded 21 points to 
close 1%, points above the previous 
final quotation. The turnover here 
was 242,300 shares, or about one- 
seventh of the market’s total business 
on the day. The stock was readily ab- 
sorbed in the heavy selling developing 
when the upswing came to a halt, and 
here, as elsewhere, efforts to push the 
reaction further failed to produce any 
real weakness. When the attempts to | 
force a general recession met with | 
atrong resistance, the market as a whole 
fell into the lethargy which has ac- 
companied all recent attempts of the 
kind.

Prices broke sharply under this pressure, 
October easing off to 18.15 and January to 
18.05, nmiaking net declines of about '% cent 
and a decline of a little over 4! cents a 
pound, compared with the high levels on 
the buying movement late last June, when 
December sold a 2.70. 

Demand tte at these figures with 
some trade buying, covering or re-buying by 
recent scllers, and the midday market 
steadicd up. Business fell off as prices 
steadied. but more covering seemed to come 
in on the dips and was probably promoted 
to some extent by reports of increasing bol] 
weevil infestation in Texas. At the best, 
the marke! showed recoveries of about 20 to 
29 point. from the lowest, but after selling 
up to 18.39 for October and 18.25 for Jan- 
uary, prices eased off a few points in late 
trading under renewed liquidation.

“What the civil service workers 
hoped for—and had a right to expect— 
was some assurance of betterment on 
the side of humanity, rather than on 
the side of that tyrannical thing called 
bureaucracy. 

“Of course, Mr. Hoover is profuse in 
his promise to all manner of inter- 
ests, but he has nothing really to say 
for that large body of men and women 
who labor conscientiously in the sery- 
ice of the Government.”

On 
this proposed flight, Capt. Lyon stated, 
he will be the navigator, and Capt Lan- 
caster and Mrs. Miller copilots 


Will Get Byrd’s Advice. 


After stopping in New York to con- 
fer with Commander Richard E. Byrd 
regarding the flight, the party will goon 
to Paris Hill, Me., where Capt. Lyon’s 
mother and fellow-townsmen are wait- 
ing to greet him. 

Mrs Miller, after being introduced 
to newspaper men at the hotel, re- 
marked “you can not get any decent 
cigarettes or soap in this bloody coun- 
try,” and then Capt. Lyon announced 
tentative plans for their proposed 
flight.
